The County Council has confirmed its spending programmes for the 
years 87/88 and 88/89, both Capital Programme and Development of 
Services. Locally they include Capital Expenditure on a 3 classroom 
extension to the Primary School Bar Hill plus the provision of a 
Permanent Library. The 3rd year of the Medium Term Plan for 90/91 
will be agreed at the next Full County Council Meeting in November. 

- The Government have announced its Block Grant to Local Author- 
ities for 87/88, this has been set nationally at £12.9 billion an 
increase of £1.14 billion over 86/87 and will cover around 46% of 
Local Authority allowable expenditure. The amount individual Author- 
ities including Cambs. will receive will be announced in late Autumn. 

There will be a public m@eting at SwaveseyV.C. on Sept 12th at 
7.30pm to discuss the County Council's Structure Plan and its effect 
on this area including the proposed new settlement near Swavesey. 

I am pleased to have been re-appointed by the County Council to 
continue representing them on The Iianpower Services Commission's Area 
Manpower Board for Cambridgeshire and Bedfordshire.

When conducting a door to door canvas of tne village, the committee 
received an overwhelming response of dissatisfaction with the leisure 
amenities presently available in Bar Hill and surrounding district. Uany 
suggestions were offered regarding the sport and leisure activities which 
Should be catered for and the majority are included in subsequent plans. 

What is certain to be a major dissapointment is that building a swimming 
pool has to be deferred. It was coneluded that the prohibitive cost demands 
a swimming pool and more adventurous facilities are built only when a sports 
hail is capable of financially supporting what is likely to be a loss making, 

hough highly desirable feature. 


Furthermore, the cost of building a hall catering for all the desired 
unctions is also too nign to fund in one project. Reluctantly therefore, the 
committee have decided to plan building the entire complex in 3 phases. Tne 
following drawings cover phases 1 and 2 only. An area to the North of and 
adjoining the proposed complex is planned for the construction of a swinming 
pool when finance and planning permission allows.

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HINTS ON TREE CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Does my tree still need to be staked? 


Large numbers of trees have been nlanted and staked around Bar Hill. 
Tree stakes are used +o support young trees until such time as they 
produce sufficient roots to support themselves. This normally happens 
within 3 years of planting. 


After this time many trees are actually damaged because the stakes and 
ties are not removed early enough. Trees can become distorted or die 
due to the tree ties not being adjusted, or by chaffing against the 
stake. So tree stakes and tree ties are vest removed around 3 years 
after planting. 


De young trees need to be weeded? 


Trees planted into gress lawns often show poor growth and survival. 
This is due to the fact that grass competes very strongly for moisture. 
Tree growth end survival can be greatly improved simply by maintaining 
a grass free area of about a square yard at the base of each tree.
